electricity passing between the earth 
and air through the plants. 
E lectricity

compose certain

on plant-grow th 
by affecting favorably bacterial de 
velopm ent.

This change of color, this protection, 
effected no one k now s how, is w onder­ 
ful, as w onderful as a miracle, and 
yet a k indred change of color, a k in­ 
dred protection, happens am ong m an­ 
k ind ev ery sum m er, and nobody ev er 
notices it. 
W hen the pale city people go out in 
the sum m er sun a t the seashore or tbe 
m ountains 
the 
light 
attack s 
them 
fiercely, 
first 
reddening 
their 
sk in, 
then swelling, blistering and scorching 
i t 
If they k ept in the sun enough, 
and if no m iracle occurred, the light 
would k ill them finally, burning off 
the sk in first and afterw ard attack ing 
the raw flesh. 
But a m iracle does occur. The sk in 
changes from a pale color to a tan and 
on this tan the sun has no effect. The 
sun may bent on tan colored sk in for 
days and week s, but such sk in rem ains 
alw ays sound, unblistered, whole. 
Thus nature w ork s a miracle. The 
w hite sk in is suffering, and nature, 
aw are, somehow, that a tan sk in is 
sun proof, « changes to tan the white. 
How does she do this? W here did she 
learn that it was wise to do this? No 
one k nows. 
Only the fact of the 
m iracle remains. 
To prov e this m iracle—to prov e that 
It Is not the hardening of the sk in, 
but the change in its color which pro­ 
tects it from sunburn—is an easy m at­ 
ter. 
Let a paie person, unused to the sun, 
stain one side of his face yellow, and, 
leav ing the other side untouched, go 
out in the bright sum m er sun for a 
couple of hours. 
The one side of his 
face is no tougher, no more hardened 
than the other, yet the unstained side 
will be inflamed, blistered, while the 
tan colored one will be q uite cool and 
unhurt. 
Sunburn is a miracle, a protection 
to m ank ind as inexplicable and as 
w onderful as the m iracle of the arctic 
anim als’ change in the w inter from 
dark coats to snow w hite ones.—New 
York Herald.
